I went up the first time, and the 
bedroom door was shut, which was unusual. The fire was quite out 
in the evening when he went out.

‘Witness :. He said his poor mother would be ruined. He hoped 
God would bless me, for I had done nothing wrong. 

Mr. Prendergast: Do you remember a peculiar pair of boots 
which Mr. Rush was in the habit of wearing ? 

Witness: Yes; a pair open at the side, with a loop behind to 
pull them up. I have seen them drying repeatedly next morning 
as if they had been worn the day before. I had seen them last on 
Saturday, but not since. 

Mr. Prendergast: Some days before this, do you remember Mr. 
Rush showing you a closet in the parlour ? 

Witness: Yes. He showed me where he kept his papers that 
were valuable. No one, he said, knew the place but his poor 
mother. He took up one of the planks, and showed me how to 
raise it by a chisel, in case of fire. The closet in his bedroom he 
always kept locked. ’ 

The prisoner here quietly requested that one of the blinds should 
be raised, as the sun was shining on his papers and dazzling his 
eyes. It wasdone. 

Mr. Prendergast: Did Mr. Rush ask you any questions at break- 
fast next day ? 

Witness: He said, ‘‘ You know I had my slippers on last night,” 
and I answered, ‘‘ No, I don’t.” ; 

The cloak was here produced, and the witness identified it as 
belonging to the prisoner. It was made in London, and was 
kept in his room. 

The cross-examination now commenced, the examination in chief 
having already lasted five hours. 

This cross-examination was of immense length, and very re- 
volting in some of its details, which were calculated to wound the 
feelings of the witness; nor did it elicit anything favourable to the 
prisoner, or expose any irrelevancy in what the witness stated. On 
the subject of his absence from the Potash Farm, the following 
transpired :— 

Prisoner: Did you not suppose from what I said when I went out 
that I should be back almost immediately ? 

Witness: Yes. : 

Prisoner: You were reading when I left. I now ask you, on a 
solemn occasion like this, to recollect whether, from the quantity 
you had read, I could have been away more than half an hour? 

Witness: It would be difficult tosay. I was reading an interest- 
ing book—‘*'The White Friars ;’’ and you seemed to return quicker 
than I had expected; but I had read a great deal in the interval—I 
should say as much as half a volume. (Sensation.) 

Prisoner (with considerable excitement of manner): I am sure I 
was not absent more than half an hour. I ask you to Swear on your 
oath if it was more than an hour from the time we had our tea till 
you barred the door after me in going out? 

Witness: I can’t say so. ae

ERE BADL'S NEWSPAPER 


Mr. S. Bignold, mayor of Norwich, was examined as to his know- 
ledge of Mr. Jermy. 

Elizabeth Cooper, living at East Carlton, said: I remember the 
day of the murder at Stanfield-hall, and was at the lodge entrance 
on that day. I was leaving, but had not got out of the grounds 
when I met Mr. Rush; he was going towards the hall, He asked 
me if I was belonging to the hall, and I said, ‘‘ No, I have only 
come from it.”” He then asked if the Messrs. Jermy were at home, 
and I told him I saw them both about half. an hour before with the 
men planting. He then turned back and followed me for a short 
time. I had got through the gate, and to the right, towards home, 
about 100 yards, when he asked again if I belonged to the hall. I 
repeated my former answer. This was in the dusk, between four 
and five o’clock on the night of the murder. J 

Robert Smith, a boy in the employ of Mr. Rush, said that, on the 
night of the murder, he laid down straw on certain parts of Potash 
Farm leading to Stanfield-hall. He laid it on the parts of the ground 
that were dirty. 

Mr. Prendergast: When did you lay that straw down ? 

Witness: About noontime on the Tuesday. (Sensation.) When 
I did so there was some straw on the ground which had been 
placed there before. Bares 

Cross-examined by the prisoner: The workmen were at work in 
the turnip field that day, and there was carting going on. You 
were back and forwards during the day; and as the cart passed you 
ordered the straw to be laid down in the worst places. There were 
thirteen or fourteen forks full of straw laid down. Some parts 
where I put the straw were quite impassable. There has been straw 
laid on this path ever since harvest, when the pigs went back and 
forward to feed there. I was employed by the young Mr. Rush, 
and not by you. : 

Mr. Prendergast: Was there any use for that path then? 

Witness: No; not that I know of. 

Mr. Prendergast: Where did it lead to? 

.--Witness: T'o Mr. Jermy’s hall. It was a path there for no one 
else but those who lived at Potash. 

On Monday (the fourth day of the trial) the learned judge took 
his seat on the bench at ten minutes before nine o’clock in the 
morning. There was a manifest falling off in the attendance of 
spectators in the court, The prisoner was introduced at five minutes 
to nine o’clock. He appeared very little, if at all, changed, and 
maintained the most perfect composure. The only symptom of 
uneasiness he exhibited was a tremulous motion of his hands, to 
which he appeared subject. 

A curious incident, during the progress of a criminal trial (says 
the Morning Post), occurred just before the proceedings com- 
menced. During the first two days of the trial Mr. Landells, the 
eminent artist (who was in attendance making sketches for the [/dus- 
trated London News), and one or two other professional gentlemen, 
were engaged in taking the prisoner’s portrait. On Monday litho- 
graphed copies of one of the drawings were handed about among the 
visitors in the gallery. The likeness and attitude were exact, and 
how so perfect a drawing could have been executed in so short a 
period of time we are at a loss to conjecture. 

On this day the policemen and Mr. Reade, the solicitor, gave 
their evidence, and the former were cross-examined with excessive 
minuteness by the prisoner. Thomas Jermy, a man of 70 years 
of age, dressed plainly as a farmer, was then putin the witness- 
box, but was not examined {by the accused. After this a young 
man named Howe (who had met Rush in Catherine-street, Strand, 
at some refreshment-rooms) gave his evidence. He was much 
browbeaten by the prisoner. 

Mr. Tunaley, the surgeon who is attending Mrs. Jermy, was next 
examined, and he deposed that his patient was not in a fit condition 
to be brought into court. 

The prisoner expressed a wish to have the depositions of Mrs. 
Jermy read. 

The Judge: You had better consult your solicitor whether it 
would be convenient for you to have Mrs. Jermy’s depositions read. 

The prisoner assented. 

The prisoner’s pamphlet was then put in, which closed the case 
for the prosecution. 

The court adjourned at six o’clock, till nine on Tuesday. 

RUSH’S DEFENCE. 

Before the reporters were admitted on TursDAY morning, the 
governor, Mr. Pinson, called them together and expressed a hope 
that they would keep their penknives, or anything which might be 
made available as a weapon, out of the reach of Rush, stating that 
he did not ask this without reason. It was understood that in 
the night the prisoner became exceedingly violent, and vowed 
revenge against the witnesses who had given evidence against him. 
It was, therefore, feared that he might lay violent hands upon his 
own life, if the means were placed within his power, or attack any 
one within his reach. In consequence of the threats used, and the 
apparently ungovernable rage which had taken possession of the 
prisoner, the spikes round the dock were covered, some. time before 
the meeting of the court, with long and stout pieces of wood. The 
conduct of Rush during the night, it was said, was ferocious in the 
extreme, and more like that ofa demon than ahuman being. The 
prisoner (with whom turnkeys have been in the habit of sitting up 
every night, and who have kepta strict watch over him), however, 
slept a good deal nevertheless. 

These revelations caused the greatest excitement in the court, 
which was again crowded. 

Mr. Baron Rolfe took his seat at a quarter to nine o’clock. The 
jury assembled shortly before. 

The prisoner then commenced his address, as follows :— 

‘‘ My lord and gentlemen of the jury, I am now about to submit 
to you my defence on one of the most awful and important charges 
Ihave ever heard brought against any one in this country; and, in 
doing so, I earnestly beg of God Almighty to support me in under- 
taking a matter of such great responsibility, and I beg of Him to 
prepare me to conduct my defence in a manner consistent with the 
truth, and that He may afford me His guidance in defending 
myself against this most horrid charge which has been so unjustly 
brought against me. Iam quite aware of the inconvenience arising 
from admissions made during the cross-examination of the principal 
witness, and also of some of the others; but, as she (EMILY 
SANDFORD) has done such grievous wrong to herself in departing 
from the truth, I have fully made up my mind to abide by the truth 
in'time to come. I have made some inconvenient admissions, 
although I was directed by my solicitor not to admit anything but 
the truth againstme. I hope and trust in God, gentlemen, that 
you will make use of such evidence against me as may be necessary 
to attain the ends of justice. And, although you may find that [ 
had knowledge of something serious happening at Stanfield-hall, I 
say at once that I am innocent of,the horrid charge made against 
me.” .°:, 

It will-be perceived that the above, short as it is, is singularly in- 
volved and inconsécutive ; and the same remark applies, for the most 
part, to the long rambling comments on the evidence.

THE QUARTER’S REVENUE. 

We can state that the amount paid into the Exchequer on 
account of Customs duties, during the present quarter, is 
£4,600,000—the amount in the corresponding quarter of last year 
having been £4,392,000. This large increase is, however, partly 
balanced by a smaller receipt from Excise duties, which raided in 
the April quarter of 1848 £2,000,000, and may this year fall short 
of that amount by nearly £200,000. Upon the quarter’s revenue 
from Stamps, and also from the Post-office, there is a small 


decrease. The other branches of the revenue are nearly the same 
as last year.

Westwood supported Mr. Smith’s views, which are certainly 
in accordance with those accustomed to the habits of chalci- 
didous parasites.—A paper on the developement of the 
ovules in the Orchis mascula, a well-known British plant, was 
read, Some microscopic preparations of Desmidie were exhi- 
bited on the table, and afforded, and will afford, a fund of 
pleasant contemplation in the field of a microscope.—A. W.

SBE BADYW'S NEWSPAPER 
IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Lorps, on Monday, the affairs of the north of Italy 
were again made the subject of discussion by Lord Brougham. 

On Tuesday the royal assent was given by commission to the 
Mutiny Bill and some other bills—The Marquis of Lansdowne 
moved that at the rising of the House their lordships should adjourn 
to Thursday, the 19th of April. 

In the House of ComMoNS, on Monday, Lord J. Russell moved 
that on Thursday, the 19th inst., and on every subsequent alternate 
Thursday till the end of the session, orders of the day should have 
precedence of notices of motions. His lordship’s motion was agreed 
to.—In reply to Mr. Disraeli, Lord J. Russell denied that the rate 
in aid was the ‘‘comprehensive plan’? submitted by the Govern- 
ment for the regeneration of Ireland; it was presented only as a 
temporary cure for an acute evil, without any pretence to the 
character of an ultimate or a permanent remedy. He promised 
that, should the Irish members and the House desire to impose an 
income-tax on Ireland, they might have it. He cited the origin of 
Colbert’s phrase, ‘‘ laissez faire et laissez passer,’ to prove its 
wisdom ; and he referred to the statesmanship of the time of Eliza- 
beth, to establish that it was not necessary to propound vast and 
comprehensive schemes in order to raise a country from distress and 
disorder to greatness, to prosperity, and to liberty. In Elizabeth's 
reign, England was elevated to a flourishing from a miserable con- 
dition by the simple measures of the establishment of public order, 
by providing relief for the destitute poor, and by making the sturdy 
poor work. 

On Tuesday, Mr. Labouchere fixed the 19th instant for moving 
the reception of the report of the Navigation Bill.—On the Rate 
in Aid Bill the House divided—For the second-reading of the bill, 
193; against it, 1838: majority for the Government, 55. 

On Wednesday, Lord J. Russell moved ‘That the House, at its 
rising, adjourn till Monday, the 16th of April.”—Mr. Sotheron, in 
moving the second reading of the Friendly Societies Bill, shortly 
explained its objects, and the change he meant to propose in com- 
mittee in respect to the scale of fees to be paid to actuaries. He 
observed that it was not, probably, generally known how very large 
a portion of the community subscribed to friendly societies. “There 
were 34,200 of these societies, the number of subscribers exceeding 
4,000,000, and their annual revenue, resulting from the savings of 
poor men, being upwards of £6,000,000. Of this number (as he 
afterwards stated) only about one-half were enrolled, and to these 
societies alone his bill would apply.—Mr. Hume, believing that 
provident societies had a great moral influence, recommended that 
the bill should include all societies ; and that, instead of a scale of 
fees to be paid by the societies to actuaries, which might check 
their extension, a highly-qualified public officer should be paid by 
the state to afford them advice and assistance. 


NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Paris.—The public galleries were thronged by an immense 
crowd of people, and every other indication was manifested of the 
interest excited by the announced interpellations of the Ministry. 
Lord and Lady Londonderry, the Duke and Duchess of Montrose, 
Lord and Lady Newport, Lord Eastnor, Mr. and Mrs. Baillie 
Cochrane, Sir Massy Stanley, Lord and Lady Ailesbury, and great 
numbers of English residents were present at the sitting. M. 
Bixio, who was seriously wounded on the barricades in June last, 
opened the fire in the name of the Committee of Foreign Affairs. 
M. Bixio read a most radical harangue, which excited greatly the 
joy of the Mountain. M. De Lhuys, however, demolished all by 
reading certain despatches. ‘* And now,” said M. de Lhuys, ‘you 
have the facts before you; the Government has an important 
duty to perform; it has to preserve intact the dignity and interests 
of France. It is sufficient for me to say that the Government 
accepts the terms of the resolution of the committee; it will make 
a firm and prudent use of it. We have already sent forth to Vienna 
the expression of our apprehensions. The Cabinet of Vienna has 
replied that it did not wish to disturb the integrity of Piedmont; it 
wanted nothing from it but the expenses of the war. The Govern- 
ment of Austria has no wish to overstep the limits of the treaties of 
1815.” Here, then, is the result of this important problem, and 
the importance thereof upon the future destiny of Europe must not 
be underrated. In the evening M. Ledru Rollin fired some of his 
mitraille at the Government, and M. Thiers said that he would 
retort on Saturday. Great was the anxiety to procure tickets; the 
tribunes were again thronged by English people of rank and other 
notabilités, Their curiosity was gratified by hearing M. ‘Thiers 
make a bold rather than one of his brilliant speeches. He told 
France that she would be foolish and insensate to embark in a war 
which might prove disastrous. The idea of a Frenchman admitting 
the possibility of such an eventuality (to borrow one of their own 
favourite words) is a ‘great fact.”” He has mercilessly handled 
Lamartine for his fanfaronnades in the manifesto. 

ARRIVAL OF CHARLES ALRERT.—His Majesty Charles Albert 
arrived in Paris on Tuesday evening, by a special train, from 
Bourges. Gioberti has also arrived in Paris on a special mission 
from the Court of Turin. 

THE NETHERLANDS.—THE Haacur.—Prince Henry of the 
Netherlands has been commissioned to go to London to announce 
the death of King William II., and to place in the hands of her 
Majesty Queen Victoria the insignia of the English orders and the 
marshal’s staff with which his Majesty was invested. Report says 
that Prince Henry is to be nominated Minister of Marine, and that 
M. Ryik is to be called to another post. 

Ira.ty.—The Sardinian Chamber of Deputies met in secret com- 
mittee on the morning of the 29th ult,, and at one o’clock both 
Chambers assembled in the same hall to receive King Victor 
Emmanuel, who presented himself to take the oath to the constitu- 
tion. His Majesty, having been ushered in with the usual cere- 
mony, read in a firm voice the oath required by the 22nd article. 
The Chambers, it is supposed, will be dissolved, and not called upon 
to pronounce on the armistice. 

Austria.— BATTLE or Novara.—An extraordinary supple- 
ment to the Vienna Gazette contains an official report, dated head- 
quarters, Novara, March 24, midnight, addressed by Field-Marshal 
Radetsky to the Minister President, Prince Schwartzenberg :— 
‘‘T hadithe honour,” says the field-marshal, ‘‘ of sending your High- 
ness a duplicate of my last report, which announced the advance of 
our army on Mortara, with the brilliant affair which took place 
there, and the subsequent storming of that town. To-day I have a 
much more important and decisive victory to communicate. The 
hostile army, which was already cut off from what was in reality 
their line of retreat, determined, with a force of 50,000 men, again 
to try the fortune of war in a position near Olengo, close to Novara.” 
[Particulars are then given of the conflict.] ‘‘ Our trophies are 
twelve cannons, a standard, and about 2000 to 3000 prisoners. The 
loss of the enemy is, as far as is yet known—2 generals killed, 
16 staff officers killed and wounded, and from 3000 to 4000 men. 
The regiments and battalions in the first line of battle had each from 
10 to 20 staff and other officers killed and wounded (as I informed 
you yesterday, above 100 officers were killed), amounting to between 
2000 and 3000. But it was impossible to keep any one back. It 
was not enough not to be the last, every one wanted to be first. The 
battle lasted from ten in the morning until an advanced hour of 
the night. The enemy retreated on all sides in great and rout-like

Her mistress 
had a ‘green purse, also a watch and chain, which were those now 
shown to her. [These articles were found upon the prisoner when 
he was detained at the police-office.]—The prisoner, on being asked, 
declined to put any questions, and did not betray any symptoms of 
emotion, his conduct being similar to that he exhibited on the pre- 
vious evening at the police-office. In the afternoon Wilson 
was brought up for examination before the stipendiary magistrate 
(Mr. Rushton), with whom sat the mayor and several of the most 
influential gentlemen of the town. The case, as it had done since 
the murder was committed, excited the most intense interest, and 
the court was crowded to excess. The prisoner was asked if he 
had any professional assistance, when he replied that he had not, as 
his money had been taken from him.—Mr. J. Yates offered to watch 
the case on his behalf; but Mr. Rushton said it was usual for the 
prisoner to choose his own counsel, and he could not assign the 
task to any one.—The prisoner, on being asked, consented to accept 
of Mr. Yates’s services. Some evidence was taken as to observations 
made by persons in the immediate vicinity of the place where the 
murder was committed.—On Saturday last, G. Moore, assistant to 
Mr. Tunstall, pawnbroker, gave evidence as to a gold watch having 
been offered in pledge, and as to notice having been given to the 
police.—The evidence having been closed against the prisoner, and 
the whole having been read to him, he was cautioned in the usual 
way, after which he was asked if he had anything to say ?—Prisoner: 
I have got witnesses to prove where I was, but I will take them 
before the judge; not at the present time. He then looked round 
the court, and, upon being asked if there was any one he wished to 
have called, he said ‘‘ Yes; I wish a person named William Col- 
lopy to be called.’’—Collopy had attended the former examination, 
but he was not then present.—Mr, Rushton: If you desire to have 
him called, I will send for him.—Prisoner: I don’t care to have him 
called at present. Here the prisoner’ spoke to his attorney, and 
Mr. Yates said he wished him to ask the court if he might be 
allowed to see his wife.—Mr. Rushton: Does your wife desire to see 
you?—Prisoner: I don’t know; I do.—Mr. Rushton: Well, let 
her apply in the usual way, and she shall have permission to see 
you in presence of an officer.—The prisoner was then committed to 
trial at the assizes. The prisoner is a man of about thirty years of 
age, and bears the appearance of a respectable seaman. tie coun- 
tenance is extremely unprepossessing, and during the examinations 
he did not exhibit the least emotion.— An inquest on the bodies of the 
murdered has been held before Mr. P. F. Curry, the borough 
coroner, and a jury.

ACCIDENTS AND OFFENCES. 


Loss oF THE ScHOONER Ir1s.—This vessel, which left 
Malta on the 11th ult., for Cork or Falmouth, very deeply laden 
with grain from Galatz, foundered at sea on the 14th ult. The 
crew and passengers took to their boats, and hoisted signals of 
distress, which being seen by the barque Sandwich and the brig 
James, they bore down and picked them up, thus saving every life, 
which otherwise would probably have perished. 


MELANCHOLY ACCIDENT.—At Tavistock, about ten 
o’clock at night, an old woman about sixty-eight years of age, 
called Mary Sprague, was sitting before a fire with a boy about 
eight years old, when by some means the boy set himself on fire. 
The old woman, in endeavouring to extinguish it, set herself on 
fire, and they were both enveloped in flame. Assistance was 
speedily rendered, but the little boy only survived a few hours, and 
the woman until the next morning, when she expired. An inquest 
was held on the bodies, when a verdict was returned of ‘‘ Accidental 
death.” 


FatraL AcciIpENT.—Recently, as the Rev. John Lawson, 
rector of Sherborne St. John, Hants, accompanied by his lady, 
arrived in Reading, and as they were proceeding along Friar-street, 
towards the Market-place, on passing the house of Mr. Pinnock, 
corn-dealer, a horse-rug which the rev. gentleman was carrying on 
his arm caught in a small iron gate leaning unhinged, which falling, 
struck Mr. Lawson on the left ankle, and, the nervous excitement 
caused by the accident, acting upon a debilitated constitution, 
terminated fatally. At the inquest the Rev. Theodore Williams, 
vicar of Hendon, Middlesex, stated that the deceased married his 
eldest daughter, and that he was in his thirty-sixth year. 


Two Sisters Burnt to DeatH at Sowersy- 
BRIDGE.—Last week a most awful calamity occurred at Sowerby- 
bridge, by which two sisters were burnt to death. It appears that a 
widower of the name of William Kirby, and a tailor by trade, resides 
in Gratrix-lane, Sowerby-bridge. In the morning he went out, 
leaving his two younger children, Eliza and Emma, in the care of 
an older sister. Soon after the elder sister went out, and the 
youngest child, having caught fire, ran towards the door, met her 
other sister, caught hold of her, and set her clothes on fire also. 
Both children were burnt to death. 


An InnuUMAN SavaGE.—Last week a serious accident 
happened (says the Carlisle Patriot) at the Earl of Darlington’s 
slate quarries, near Ulverston. William Woodend, an aged man, 
was proceeding from his work, in company with four others, down 
an inclined tunnel, which is cut from the hill-side into the lower 
part of the workings, when a ganger, named John Johnson, threat-. 
ened them, if they did leave at the time they were about todo, he 
would start a waggon into the tunnel after them. This, the mere 
contemplation of which would cause a shudder in the breast of 


‘almost any one, was done. The men, all but the old man (Wood- 


end), who was deaf, heard the waggon thundering down the rails 
of the tunnel after them, and fled with all the speed and despera- 
tion that the prospect of an immediate and violent death inspired. 
Three, being active young men, just reached the mouth of the 
tunnel and threw themselves on the bank as the waggon passed 
them; the fourth man stood upon a small recess, and was brushed 
by the passing vehicle without receiving any injury. But the 
waggon knocked down and passed over Woodend, who was bruised 
and lacerated in different parts of the body. Life was not extinct, 
but he lies ina hopeless condition. Johnson was taken into custody. 


Serious Fire anp Expiosion 1N SourHwarKx.— 
On Monday evening, about six o’clock, a fire broke out in the oil 
and colour warehouse belonging to Mr. Tilliard, No. 28, Great 
Suffolk-street, nearly adjoining the Grapes Music-hall, Southwark. 
The buildings, although of limited frontage, extended backwards.a 
great distance, and were stored with oils, turpentine, ‘sulphur, and 
other articles equally combustible, independent of which there was. 
a large quantity of gunpowder in the shop and upper part of a 
warehouse. The fire originated in the cellar. Hardly had the 


ee 
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family been rescued when a loud explosion took place in the shop, 
by which a lad in Mr. Tilliard’s employ was thrown down and his 
head severely cut. He was immediately removed to Guy’s Hos- 
pital, where he at present remains. Engines quickly arrived, but 
no water could be procured from the mains in the district. The fire 
having reached the upper floor prior to the arrival of the firemen, 

it shortly afterwards penetrated the casks filled with gunpowder, 

when another explosion took place, the noise of which could be 

distinctly heard in the City and in most parts of the metropolis, At 
the same time the roof was lifted high into the air and scattered to 

Se The front wall and the various floors were simultaneously 

urled below, and numerous parties passing along or standing near 

the premises were thrown down, and several must have been severely 

injured by the falling of the bricks and timber. The noise occa- 

sioned by the explosion had barely subsided when-the house from 

the base to the top presented one body of flame. After the lapse of 
twenty minutes or half an hour, water was obtained, and, the whole 

of the firemen having set to work, they succeeded by nine o’clock 
in getting the flames entirely extinguished, when, upon an examina-. 
tion being made, the damage done was found to be most extensive. 

Independent of the total destruction of Mr. Tilliard’s premises and 

their contents, nearly a dozen other buildings are damaged. Mr. 

Tilliard, who was partially insured in the Sun Fire-office, will‘lose 

upwards of £1000 beyond the sum he was insured for. 


Fire IN LamMBeru.—On the evening of Monday, and 
at about the same time as the above, a fire occurred at the hat factory 
of Messrs. Ashlin and Son, 55, Cornwall-road, Lambeth. Five 
persons were on the premises, and they were quickly surrounded 
with flame, and before they could effect their escape they were all 
more or less injured, two of the warehousemen being so badly 
burned as to be obliged to be taken to Guy’s Hospital. 


IRELAND,

Mourpvers.—Last week a wanton murder was committed 
at a place called Carrick Brien, near Athlone. The unfortunate 
victim (says a local paper) was an industrious and inoffensive man 
named Curly, and, from the facts that can as yet be gleaned of the 
diabolical transaction, it appears that a party of six or seven men 
came to his residence and set fire to an outhouse adjoining his 
dwelling. The fire attracted his attention, and, as soon as he made 
his appearance to ascertain the occasion of it, some of the party 
fired at him and shot him dead. More than one. shot must have 
been discharged, as the deeeased is dreadfully lacerated in the head 
and shoulder, where a quantity of slugs entered. The'man was 
70 years of age, and expired instantaneously.—The Westmeath 
Guardian reports another savage murder of the usual Ribbon 
character. On the same day as the above, as a respectable man 
named Patrick Connor, gardener to Captain Robinson, of Rosmead, 
was returning home from Clonmellon, where he went on a message 
from his master, he was waylaid on the bog road of Rosmead, within 
a short distance of his residence, by some persons unknown, and 
murdered in a most savage manner. His brains were scattered 
about the road, and his head and body much cut, as if by some 
sharp instrument, supposed to be a part of a scythe-blade fastened 
on a pole, as the pole and the lock of a musket were found by the 
police next morning lying beside the deceased.

JessaMIns—Jasminum officinale (Oleinee), The name of this 
plant is derived from the Greek, and signifies an agreeable 
odour. The common white jessamine is a general favourite in 
all countries where it grows, especially in the Oriental lands, 
where it is also widely cultivated for the stems, of which pipes 
are made. It is a delicate and fragrant plant, not surpassed in 
beauty by any of the species. The Hindoos, who use odori- 
ferous flowers in their sacrifices, particularly value the jessa- 
mine for this purpose. In Italian gardens it abounds, and is 
there said to be more fragrant by night than by day. 
PERIWINKLE— Vinca major (Apocynee)—takes its name from 
vincio, to bind, the trailing stems generally entwining them- 
selves round the plants in the neighbourhood of which they 
grow. The flower is found in woods and thickets, but gene- 
rally too near to pleasure-grounds to be considered quite wild. 
When cultivated, both flower and leaves become much larger. 
The antlers, stigma, and fruit in this genus are highly curious. 
Liny oF THE VALLEY—Convallaria majalis (Smilacee). There 
is something delightfully fresh and cool in the appearance of 
the lily of the valley, with its large light-green leaves, so 
pleasantly shading the snowy bell-flowers. The flowers, indeed, 
can boast great delicacy, combined with much fragrance ; 
and the lily of the valley is, consequently, a universal favourite, 
In some country villages it is called ‘ladder to heaven, 
There are several varieties of this species ; one with red flowers, 
one with double red, and one with double white blossoms, 
There is also a variety much larger than the common sort, and 
beautifully variegated with purple. It was brought from the 
royal gardens at Paris, and flowered several years in the Chelsea 


gardens. 

DovsieLitac Prrmrose—Primule grandiflora (Primulacee). 
This little flower, in itself so fair, shows yet fairer from the 
early season of its appearance ; peeping forth even from the 
retreating snows of winter. It forms a happy shade of union 
between the delicate snowdrop and golden crocus, which also 
venture forth in the very dawn of spring. There are many 
double varieties of the primrose, so called, but the most 
common are the lilac, white, and deep claret. The wild prim- 
rose, however, from which they all spring, has a charm that 
the cultivated tenant of the’ flower-garden does not possess. 

*¢ OQ, who can speak his joys when Spring’s young morn, 
From wood and pasture, opened on his view; 
When tender green buds blush upon the thorn, 
And the first primrose dips its leaves in dew!” 

Who has not with Clare, the poet of nature, 

** Robbed every primrose plant he met, 
And ofttimes got the root to set; 
And joyful home the treasure bore, 
And felt as he shall feel no more.” 

Darropir—Narcissus pseudo Narcissus (Amarythdocee). In 
early spring, the wild daffodils, with their golden-coloured 
flowers and brilliant green lance-shaped leaves, are beautiful 
objects, blossoming, as they frequently do, on the borders of a 
clear stream of water, quite as attractive, indeed, as the garden 
varieties, produced by the cultivation of the florist. Of these, 
the finest has very high-sounding names, for it has been called 
‘The Prince, or glory of daffodils ;’”’ ‘‘ The great yellow incom- 
parable Daffodil.” By the Dutch it has been styled ‘The 
Orange Phenix ;” though, with our country gardeners, it has 
the more humble name of “ butter and eggs.”

OUR LIBRARY CHAIR. 


Previsions of Lady Evelyn. By the Author of ‘* Emilia Wynd- 
ham.”’ Simms and M‘Intyre. 

This well-meant volume forms No, XX VI. of The Parlour 
Library.” : 

As a general rule, we object to combinations of religion and 
romance; doubting the sincerity of authors whose books are 
made—like the razors that wouldn’t shave—to sell. There is, 
no doubt, in the metropolis and elsewhere, a large public 
willing to buy and, possibly, to read these works. But does 
it not appear reasonable that religion cannot come with due 
force from the pen that scribbles for a bargain and must write 
something, to live? The subject is selected—at all events there 
is danger that such is the case—rather with a view to the 
market than its own solemn importance. Piety is made a 
commodity of trade; and those views are most handled which 
are most likely to find a purchaser. 

Throwing out these observations by way of caution, we must 
remark that in many instances—and we reckon the volume 
before us one of them—much would be lost were the talents of 
lay writers excluded from this field. Here, for instance, is a 
dialogue betwixt a fine lady anda minister of the gospel, for 
part of which we make room, though the whole is well worthy 
to be read :—

““«Did it never suggest itself to you, that there were other 
purposes, besides going to church, to be answered by the Sunday ?’ 

““¢QOh, yes—dining early, that the servants might have their 
evenings.’ 

“«¢ Nothing else?’ ‘ 

‘“‘< Sacred music; but my father hated sacred music, 80 we never 
had any. The evenings would have been intolerable, but we played 
cards: my father would not allow dancing or billiards, he thought 
them too noisy ; so we played cards, and we read, too, on a Sunday.’ 

“« What?’ 

“*¢Oh, anything—newspapers, or anything—the day got on well 
enough; and I am sure I cannot see any harm we did—less than 
on any other day; if enjoyment be harm. We had always less of 
that, to be sure.’ 

“* And, may I ask, what day of the week, or what hour of the 
day, did you in preference devote to those reflections, and to that 
knowledge, to which, I suppose, you cannot pretend to be in- 
different F’ 

«¢¢ What knowledge? What reflections ?’ 

««¢The knowledge of yourself, and whither this sad journey of 
yours was leading you,’ said he, with a smile. 

“¢ Knowledge of myself? and whither ?—no, indeed, I never 
have thought of it. My father used to say, philosophy was ‘not 
intended for women.’ 
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‘¢¢ Women are not, then, to suffer and die?’ 

‘¢¢ Suffer! alas the pity!—but die? Why, the less one thinks 
about that the better.” 

“«* Are you quite sure of that?’ 

“¢T am quite sure it is very awful, very disagreeable, quite 
inevitable, and what good can thinking of it do?’ 

‘*« Render it, perhaps, a little less awful and disagreeable.’ 

““¢Oh, impossible! My father used to say the beyond is one 
dark, impenetrable mystery, inscrutable to the human _under- 
standing, untried by human experience—of which we do know 
nothing and can know nothing.’ 

““« That I call begging the question.’ 

‘““¢T beg your pardon—what is begging the question?’ 

‘¢¢ Assuming the fact which remains to be proved; we have not 
yet decided that man can know nothing, and does know nothing. 
Men have been found who professed to know a great deal.’ 

‘“©¢ Oh, yes, the Bible! but that is quite another thing.’ 

“¢¢ Quite another thing !—another from what thing ?’ 

““¢Oh! I don’t know—but the Bible—oh, why !—it is not like 
other books, you know.’ 

‘“‘* Yes, there we agree at last; I do think the Bible is not like 
other books.’ 

“*¢ One does not think of going to it to learn much, I believe—I 
mean, my father used to treat it with a sort of affectionate kind of 
contempt—l believe he thought some parts of it very good reading 
for poor people—for the ignorant vulgar.’ ”’ 


This is all too true; and our readers may consult the book 
itself for more of the like matter, which it would be well if all 
would privately and deeply ponder. 

Owen Tudor, By the Author of ‘ Whitefriars.” Three vols. 
Colburn. 

This novel we must defer till our next number. The 
author’s name is a guarantee for something better than the 
common run of novels, though Mr. Colburn has been of late 
unusually remarkable for the success of this sort of publica- 
tion. We go back into old times with Mr. Whitehead, trusting, 
by what he has done before, that our time will be agreeably 
and instructively spent. 


The First Book of Geography. By Hugo Reid. Grant and 
Griffith, St. Paul’s-churchyard. 

There is nothing more important than that the groundwork 
of education should be laid well. Elementary books, if badly 
put together, serve to disgust nine out of ten boys; and often 
does the charge of stupidity which is laid at the door of the 
pupil belong of right to the instructor or the book. 

The fault with this book is, that ‘‘ for beginners at home”’ it 
is too diffuse to make a clearimpression. For the “ young 
teacher” it will be serviceable enough. But the plan even 
for him is not good, if it be intended that he should teach 
in the order of this book, because it is unconnected. 
Some of the definitions are wrong, as that of a town, which 
would equally define a city; nor can any one know what a 
“borough” is, when he reads here that ‘‘some towns are called 
boroughs.” It should be shown what towns are called so. 

But there is a great deal of information here; and the pupil 
or young teacher, who is already in possession of a better 
method and some knowledge of the subject, will find Mr. 
Reid’s book serviceable as a pocket manual for reference,

The following comprises the aggregate of the metallic 
produce of the Russian empire for the year 1848, from official docu- 
ments :—Gold, 1826 poods; silver, 1192 poods. Taking the pood 
at 36lb. avoirdupois, and measuring the gold by the English standard 
of fineness, the production of the year would amount to £3,944,832, 
or, allowing for the fraction which the pood is more than 36ib. 
avoirdupois, to rather upwards of £4,000,000 sterling. The pro- 
duction of silver is comparatively insignifieant, but, taking it at 
5s. 6d. per ounce, it would amount to about £188,000. The pro- 
duction of the Russian mines possesses the more interest at present, 
inasmuch as a parallel may soon be drawn between them and that 
of the Californian ‘‘ El Dorado.” 


The number of births in the week ending March 31 were— 
Males, 799; females, 822: total, 1621. Deaths — Males, 616; 
females, 625: total, 1241. The number of deaths is 72 more than 
the weekly average of the season, which is the result, however, of 
an accumulation of coroners’ cases registered altogether at the end 
of the quarter. The mean height of the barometer was under 30 in. 
every day of the week. The mean temperature of the week was 
40 deg. 8 sec. There were only four deaths from cholera. 


At the annual general meeting of the Royal Astronomical 
Society, Sir John I’. W. Herschel, Bart., presented to that body a 
finely-executed marble bust of their late President, Francis Bailey, 
D.C.L. (the gift of Miss Bailey, his only surviving sister), with an 
appropriate address. 


Mrs. Henrichson’s death was communicated to the prisoner 
Wilson on Sunday, but the intelligence had not the slightest effect 
onhim. He has been rather sullen of late; but on Sunday this 
gloominess gave way toa fit of passion, during which he vowed 
vengeance against Mr. Commissioner Clough, and made an attempt 
to force a stick out of the hands of the turnkey who attends him, 
designing, doubtlessly, to commit some mischief; but, fortunately, 
he was foiled. He afterwards became again meditative, and 
ejaculated something to himself. He then, after some preliminary 
remarks, declared that, if hung, he would, when at the gallows, 
come out with some revelations that would astonish everybody. 
After this he was again quiet. 


The Earl of Carlisle has signified his intention of presiding 
over the tenth anniversary festival of the King’s College Hospital, 
on the 12th proximo, when it is anticipated an effort will be made 
to speed the intended enlargement of the institution, and ta liquidate 
a debt of nearly £400, incurred last year, in consequence of a 
deficiency in the income. 


We have to record a new “ March to Finchiey.” A few 
days ago, in the Frankfort Parliament, the Speaker called-on each 
individual member by name to pronounce the name of the German 
Prince whom he wished to see at the head of the empire. The votes 
were given amidst the deepest silence: some members would give 
no vote at all, and said that they declined to vote—that they would 
elect no Prince; and one of them, the Prince of Waldburg Zeil, 
protested that he was not an elector. But those who declined to 
vote were merely exceptions to the general rule, and votes were 
given by no less than 538 members. The summing up of the different 
votes showed that 290 voices had been given for his Majesty the 
King of Prussia, who was thus, according to the provisions of the 
constitution, which has been enacted by Parliament, elected to the 
dignity of an Emperor of Germany. ‘ihe number of members who 
refused to vote on the division was 248. When the news of the 
choice of the Assembly spread out of doors, the bells were rung, and 
the air was filled with the cheers of the people. A deputation of 
twenty-four members, with the Speaker of the House, was chosen to 
proceed to Berlin to offer the Imperial Crown of Germany to the 
King of Prussia! ! 
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The total absence of formality in the household of Sir 


Charles Napier, and the extreme simplicity of his style of living, 
are well known, and were amusingly exemplified on occasion 
of the arrival of the messenger who bore the despatch from 
the India-house, announcing his appointment to the chief 
commandership _ of the Indian forces. The door of his tempo- 
rary residence in Berkeley-street was opened by a female ser- 
vant, who, in answer to the eager enquiries of the bearer of the 
despatch, asserted that neither Sir Charles Napier nor his lady 
was at home. This was perplexing to the messenger, who had 
been charged to deliver the despatch into the hands of Sir 
Charles or Lady Napier. While engaged in altercation with the 
servant in the hall, a door at the head of the stairs was sud- 
denly opened, and the veteran himself appeared, ‘I am Sir 
Charles Napier,’ said he; ‘‘ but as we are at present at dinner, 
and I have no second room to show you into, you had better 
call again.” The surprised messenger announced his errand, and 
the despatch was soon safely lodged in Sir Charles’s own hands. 


The committee who have undertaken the management of 
the memorial on behalf of Mr. Duffy have published a second 
report, in which they announce that the signatures in Dublin now 
amount to 17,580, including persons of all politics, without distinc- 
tion or exception. 


It is almost always with some degree of doubt as to its 
propriety (says the Globe, in speaking of Rush), that we see 
capital sentences awarded upon circumstancial evidence. In this 
case, however, there seems to be no reason whatever for doubt. 
Where the evidence might have fallen short the accused has 
supplied it himself. 


The monument, now in progress in the studio of Mr. E, 
W.-Wyon, to be erected by the subscription of his friends to the 
memory of the late T. S. Cooke, Esq., composer, will shortly be 
completed, and is to be placed over his grave in Kensall-green 
Cemetery. The design, illustrative of his art, is classical, though 
unpretending.

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EDWARD’S SIGKNESS AND DEATH. 


THE BAYEUX TAPESTRY. 


“The day came,” says Wace, “ that no man can escape, and 
King Edward drew near to die.’”” The Tapestry now tells 
us, by an inscription which is placed in the upper border, 
“Hic Eadwardus Rex in lecto alloquit fideles’’—Here King 
Edward in his bed addresses his councillors. The King, still 
wearing his crown, is in bed, supported by an attendant; a 
priest is standing by, apparently in the attitude of benediction, 
and one other person, supposed to be Harold, whom the King 
is evidently addressing. <A female is seated at the foot of the 
bed, in profound grief. In the lower department of this scene 
two men are depicted as enveloping the deceased monarch in 
his robe of death. A priest stands over his body, and the 
inscription is, ‘‘ Et hic defunctus est’’—And here is dead. 

The circumstances attendant upon the death of Edward, 
and the statement relative to the rival claims of Harold and 
William, cannot be given better than in the words of Sir 
Francis Palgrave :—‘‘ Edward felt that the hand of death was 
upon him, A little while before he expired, Harold and his 
kinsmen forced their way into the chamber of the monarch, 
and exhorted him to name a successor, by whom the realm 
might be ruled in peace and security. ‘ Ye know full well, 
my lords,’ said Edward, ‘ that I have bequeathed my kingdom 
to the Duke of Normandy ; and are there not those here whose 
oaths have been given to secure his succession? Harold 
stepped nearer, and interrupted the King; he asked of Edward

STONELEIGH ABBEY.—LIBEL ON LORD LEIGH.

ROBBERY AT AN HOTEL, 


At Bow-street, Catherine Parker, a chambermaid at the Tavistock Hote 
Covent-garden, was charged with breaking open a portmanteau belonging 
to Mr. Archer, solicitor, residing at Lyme, in Norfolk, and stealing a £5 
Bank of England note. ‘I'he prisoner had lived in her master’s service about 
three years, and had access to all the bedrooms of the hotel. On the night 
of the 8th ult.

ROBBERY AT THE BRITISH MUSEUM.

CRUEL TREATMENT OF THE POOR, 

At Southwark Mr. Collinson, chairman of the board of guardians of St. 
George’s, Southwark, sccompanted by the medical officer and one of the 
relieving officers (Endian) of that parish, attended, the two latter on their 
own recognizances, relative toa complaint alleged against them at this court, 
for negligence of duty in withholding proper nourishment from a poor man 
(since dead), who, with his wife and child, were in a state of destitution. 
‘The case has been already reported at length.—The chairman of the board 
of guardians said that he was present at the inquest on Dicey, and that 
Dr. Lever, who was examined, had given it as his opinion that the patient 
had been properly treated for the disease of which he died, and that the 
administration of wine in his case would only have expedited his death. 
He assured the magistrate the guardians were most anxious that every 
attention should be shown to the poor,—Mr. Randall said that he considered 
he was entitled to an apology, or some satisfaction, for the severe strictures 
passed upon him; and that upon refusal he should lay a statement before 
the proper authorities.—Mr. Cottingham said that he was perfectly at liberty 
to do so, and that he should not consider himself worthy to occupy the 
situation he did if he had not acted as he had done throughout the affair; 
that he regretted to say that several complaints had been made at this court 
relative to harsh treatment of the poor on the part of the relieving officer, 
and that the next should be investigated.—The chairman of the board of 
guardians expressed his satisfaction at the magisjrate’s intention, and the 
parties then withdrew. 

CRUEL TREATMENT OF A BOY BY HIS OWN FATHER. 

At the Thames Office, R. VY, Legge, master of the barque Ellen and Mary, 
was examined, charged with a series of cruel assaults on his own son, P. J. 
Legge, aged 13,—C. White, a negro, cook of the vessel, stated that the boy 
was treated by his father in a most savage manner. After a cask had fallen 
on his thigh, no surgeon was called, nor was the slightest attention paid to 
him ; in consequence of which he laboured under a confirmed lameness. 
His father said it was alla sham, and made him walk the deck tied in a par- 
ticular manner and shouldeiing a marline-spike. ‘The poor child used to 
cry with agony, and the tears would roll down witness’s cheek in seeing his 
sufferings, but he dared not speak to the captain, who was a very strict man. 
The captain used to say the child was a lazy scoundrel, and compelled him 
to walk the deck for twenty-one hours out of the twenty-four, until his legs 
and feet were eaten up from salt-water boils. Witness had seen much severe 
treatment, both on board men-of-war and merchantmen, but had never wit- 
nessed anything like the cruelty to which this lad had been subjected. The 
child was beaten with a rope an inch thick, which, though new when the 
operations were coinmenced, was * flogged” to hemp when produced in the 
court.—Committed for trial, bail being accepted. 

THREE DAYS AFTER MARRIAGE.—BRUTAL TREATMENT OF A 
WIFE. 

At Clerkenwell, Charles Higgins, a man of repulsive appearance, was 
brought before Mr. Combe, on a warrant for assaulting his wife-—The com- 
plainant said she was married to the defendant on Sunday, the 25th ult., 
and was thrashed by him on the Wednesday for reasons—if any—unknown 
toher. On the Friday morning, while she was in bed, he again brutally 
assaulted her by twisting her neck and hair; and, believing her life to be 
in danger, as he had also thrertened to ‘stab her to the heart,” she had 
thought it necessary to apply for protection——Mr. Combe: How long had 
you known him preylous to your unhappy marriage !—Complainant (crying): 
Two months, sir. He deceived me altogether, He said he was a cabinet- 
maker, and had a good home to take me to, but I found to my sorrow that 
he only rented a miserable room, and had not the means of maintaining him- 
self. ‘*But oh!” exclaimed the poor creature, as the tears ran down her 
face, ‘‘ 1 could have forgiven all if he had treated me with kindness.”—The 
defendant denied that he had used the violence imputed to him.—Mr. Combe, 
however saw eyery reason to believe the chayge, and sentenced him to 
find bail. 


SIX WEEKS AFTER MARRIAGE.—ANOTHER BRUTE OF A 
HUSBAND. 

At Worship-street, James Smith, a tradesman at Bethnal-green, was charged 
with brutally assaulting his wife, a handsome-looking young person, daughter 
of a licensed victualler. The complainant said they had been married only 
six weeks, but her husband had already frequently ill used and threatened 
her. Shortly before one in the morning, when she was in bed, he came home 
rather in liquor, and abused her for not having sent the key to him at the 
public-house. She told him that in her opinion, instead of being at a public- 
house at that time, he ought to have been at home, upon which he took up 
the broom and struck her several blows with it as she lay in bed, and then 
attacked her with his fists about the head and face. She screamed ‘“ Mur- 
der!” but he still continued beating her until a policeman came into the 
room to her assistance,—The coustable 76 H said he found the complainant 
on the bed, bleeding profusely from the face, and the defendant beating her. 
The defendant said he would teach her who was to be master, and would pay 
her for calling the police——The complainant said that her husband had 
threatened to murder her.—Mr, Hammill sentenced the defendant to pay the 
full penalty of £5, or two months’ imprisonment, for the assault, and to find 
bail to keep the peace for three months.
